Chauncey M. Depew, who in June last of- 
fered the resolution which brought the new 
agreement into existence, took an active part 
in the discussion und vigorously championed 
the measure, as also did Melville E. Ingalls, 
President of the Big Four system and the 
Chesapeake and Ohio. 

Although extreme reticence marked the 
conduct of the Presidents after the meeting, 
the fact was readily ascertained that the pro- 
posed agreement had provoked a spirited 
discussion. Some of its radical features 
aroused strong opposition, and tne efforts on 
the part af some of the representatives to re- 
model the minor details gave rise to perplex- 
ing complications. The entire discussion, 
however, was tinged with an earnest desire to 
adopt an agreement of some kind. : 

Points of the Agreement. 

The main points of ‘the agreement are as 
follows: 

The sixteen railroads in Trunk Line: and 
Central Traffic territory (between the Atlantic 
seaboard and the Mussissippi, north of the 
Ohio River), propose to establish an Exe: 
cutive Board of nine members. That board 
is to have the absolute power to make ‘rates 
and to enforce them, 
over all kinds of traffic, both east-bound and 
west- bound, and itis also to have control of 
the fast freight lines. Each road will look 
to this Executive Board for the pro- 
tection of its rights, and if any road 
thinks it bas just cause for complaint such 
road may appeal toa board of three arbitra- 
tors, whose decision shall be accepted us final. 
Each road that subscribes tu this agreement 
pledges itself to abide by its terms fora period 
of five years. One of the important provisions 
of the plan is-the establishment of a clearing- 
house for the settlement of traffic accounts 
between the roads. 

The actual operation of such an agreement 
as this would effect a radical change in the 
methods of runuing the traffic departments 
of the roads interested, Some of the officers 
and stockholders of the weaker or differential 
lines have expressed the opinion that this 
agreement would operate to the disadvantage 
of their lines. Therefore each section of tne 
document was today scrutinized with zealous 
care. .One of the points of, dispute during 
the meeting was relative to the period of time 
for which the agreement shali be made bind- 
ing. Some of the Presidents thought thas 

five years was too long, while others urged 


that so elaborate a scheme could not have a 


fair trial in less time. 
. Authorized Statement Made. 0 

The various points of the agreement were 
talked over from 11:30 a. m. until 4 o’clock 
p. m. (excepting having one hour for lunch- 
eon), and at the last-named hour an adjourn- 
ment was taken and the Secretary, Mr. Hoyt, 
was authorized to issue the following state- 
ment:

Severai of the Presidents 
took the trouble to pronounce the report 
wholly without foundation. 

Most Important in Years, 


Today's meeting was the most e 
railroad meeting, in all probability, the 
United States has known in many years. It 
was made up of the leading representatives, 
in many cases the Presidents, of sixteen trunk 
lihes north of the Ohio River and east of the 
Mississippi. Its object was to formulate a 
plan for the enforcement-of the rules of the 
organization. Incidentally it was to make 
some kind of an agreement by the terms 
of wh ch the railroad companies were to 
be made responsible for the action of 
fast freight lines that leased their cars. Itis 
an open, notorious fact thata great percent- 
age of rate cutting has been done by the fast 
freight lines, and, when complaint was made 
to the proper authority of a railroad company 
that some one was cutting rates among the 
fast freight lines, the individual simply said: 
*O, we can’t help that. They hire our cars 
and pay us for them, and I suppose they can 
carry freight for whatever they want; we 
have no control over them.”’ 

The rates on the trunk lines have been going 
from bad to worse for quite a number of 
‘years. The railroads have agreed time and 
again on schedules of rates tor freight and 
passengers and these compacts have been re- 
duced to writing and signed by the parties 
thereto. The pledges have been like pie- 
crusts, made only to be broken. Ali the wise 
heads in railroad circles in the country have 
set about to make some plan by which rate 
cutting could be stopped. It ia true that

The Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul and the Baltimore and Ohi» 
railroads are the principal lines coming un- 
der Powell’s supervision, Farmers slaughter 
calves weighing not less than forty 
pounds and turn the veal over to 
the express companies to be brought 
to the city. The market price 
ranges between three and five cents a pound. 
A good sized veal will bring $2 in Chicago if 
accepted. The margin of profit is narrow 
for the farmer and express companies. If the 
calves are accepted by the com- 
mission merchants to whom they are as- 
signed the express company collects and 
transmits the money to the farmers. If they 
are condemned the express company loses the 
amount of its charges and the unfortunate 
farmer receives absolutely nothing.

| WARD COMMITTEEMEN TRY TO 


RULE AT THE PRIMARIES. 


Think Because Their Party Has Won Its 
Way to Power They Are Deserving of 
Ali the Credit- Fail to Observe the 
Legal Requirements Necessary for . 
Judges and Clerks of Election—City 
Clerk Van Cleave Finds the List Given 
Him Faulty in Many Bespects. 

As is usually the case when the Republican 
party wins a sweeping victory, as it did last 
spring. e ward committeemen conclude 
they are the ones who did it, and take the bit 
in their tec th and override the law, as well ae 
these people who want decent primaries and 
an honest count. 

The committee at its meeting Wednesday 
issued a call for the county convention to be 
heid Oct. 3 and the primaries Oct. 2, The 
resolution directed the primaries be held un- 
der the primary election law. This requires 
that the call be published ten days in advance 
and the names of the jadges and clerks 
be included in the publication. Secretary 
Van Cleave announced at the meeting 
that the committeemen could hand in the 
names of the judges and clerks at his office 
any time before today. Last evening, when 
he left his office, all the committeemen had 
complied except those representing the Nine. 
teenth, Twentieth, ana Thirty-first Wards. 
Consequently the call cannot be printed until 
tomorrow morning, but it will still de in time. 

There are a number of committeemen Who 
claim the primary election law is invalid and, 
according to their idea, the resolution which 
is pe by the committee requiring 
4 4 to be held under the law is only a 

Last spring a number of the committeemen 
told their ward heelers they could count the 
ballots on primary day to suit them- 
seives and coul not be reached 
by the law. Now that a dig 
fight is on some of them apparently intend to 
perpetuate themselves in power the same old 
way. | 
Judges and Clerks Named Illegally. 


The law says an officeholder shall not act as 
a judge or clerk. Let in several of the wards 
the names of ufficeholders have been sent to 
Secretary Van Cleave. This is not confined 
to one faction or the other. Committeemen 
on both sides are guilty, but it is 
confined to the wards where there has always 
been the most trouble at primar Nelections in 
the past. The fight for the control of the or- 
ganization makes the committeemen who are 
condemned in the eyes of the people all the 
more determined to count themselves in, and 
9 have selected men who will do it. 

ben the call does appear some strangely 
gerrymandered wards may be expected. Any 
committeeman who wilt put an officebolder in 
as a judge, contrary to law, will take ad- 
vantage of the people any way that he can. 

Under the system the Election Commis 
sioners have followed for several years in 
choosing judges and clerks of election the 
Ward committeeman is made to de 
a power. The Election Board has already 
notifiea the Executive committees of the 
parties there are 1,200 vacancies in the lists 
of judges and clerks and asked them to send 
in the names of men to represent them. The 
usual plan bas been for the Commissioner to 
send word to the Executive committees. Thén 
the Executive cum mittee of each party meets 
and notifies the ward committeemen 
to send in a list for the ward. On the Repub- 
lican side the city and county committeemen 
act ether. Committeemen who depend 
upon dishonest primaries. to retain their 
power then pick out such heelers as will do 
their bidding, send the namesto the Execu- 
tive co nmittee, and the Executive committee 
in turn sends the names to the Election Com- 
missioners. 

If a delegation of honest Republicans who 
want fair primaries protest to the Election 
Board they are refe to the Executive com- 
mittee. When they appear before the com- 
mittee they are told the committee cannot alter 
the wuik of the committeemen from the 
ward. This system practically makes the 
word of the committeeman absolute, and 
gives him the power to run the primaries ac. 
cording to his own sweet will. 

It is in this way such men as Buck Me- 
Carthy and Joe Lammers. who want to 
settle every question comes up with their 
fiste, get into the Council and in wer. It 
will continue so long as the Eiection Com- 
missioners follow the present system and the 
Republican Executive committee refuses to 
listen to the protest of honest citizens as it 
did last spring on several occasions. 

Primaries to Be Contested. 

The ward primaries this fall will be con 
tested inch by inch in several of the wards on 
account of the desire to get control of the or- 
ganization. .

WORK FOR STATE ARSITRATION BOARD. 


Miners at Coffeen Seek Official Aid in Set- 
tling Wage Grievances. 

Springfield, III., Sept. 20.—[Special.}—The 
miners employed at the coal mines of the 
Coffeen Coal and Copper company at Cof- 
feen, ‘Montgomery County, have applied to 
the State Board of Arbitration to settle 
their grievances.

Trip Was Triumphal. 


The trip of the Liberty Bell from Chicago 
South was a continuous triumph.

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WARD COMMITTEEMEN TRY 70 
RULE AT THE PRIMARIES. 


Think Because Their Party Has Won Its 


Way to Power They Are Deserving of 
All the CrediteFail to Qbserve the 


Legal 
Judges and Clerks of Election—City 
Clerk Van Cleave Finds the List Given 
Him Faulty in Many Bespects. 


As is usually the case when the Republican 
party wins a sweepmg victory, as it did last 
spring, me ward committeemen conclude 
they are the ones who did it, and take the bit 
in their tecth and override the law, as well as 
these people who want decent primaries and 
an honest count, 

The committee at its meeting Wednesday 
issued a call for the county convention to be 
held Oct. 3 and she primaries Oct. 2. The 
resolution directed the primaries be held un- 
der the primary election law. This requires 
that the call be published ten days in advance 
and the names of the judges and clerks 
be included in the publication. Secretary 
Van Cleave announced at tha meeting 
that the committeemen could hand in the 
names of the judges and clerks at his office 
any time before today. Last evening, when 
he left his office, all the committeemen had 
complied except those representing the Nine- 
teenth, Twentieth, ana Thirty-first Wards. 
Consequently the call cannot be printed until 
tomorrow morning, but it will still be in time. 

There are a number of committeemen who’ 
claim tke’primary election law is invalid and, 
82 to their idea, the resolution which 
is pa by the committee requiring the 
primaries to be held under the law is only a 
** bluff.’”’ ) 

Last spring a number of the committeemen 
told their ward heelers they could count the 
ballots on primary day ‘to suit them. 
selves and coul not be reached 

y the law. Now that a big 
tight is on some of them apparently intend to 
perpetuate themselves in power the same old 
way. 

Judges and Clerks Named Illegally. 


The law says an officeholder shail rot act as 
a judge or clerk. Let in several of the wards 
the names of ufficeholders have been sent to 
Secretary Van Cleave. This is not confin 
to one faction or the other. Committeemen 
on both sides are guilty, but it is 
confined to the wards where there has always 
been the most trouble at primary elections in 
the past. The fight for the control of the or- 
ganization makes the committeemen who are 
condemned in the eyes of the people all the 
more determined to count themselves in, and 
oy have selected men who will do it. 

hen the call does appear some strangely 
gerrymandered wards may be expected. Any 
committeeman who wilt put an officeholder in 
as a judge, contrary to the law, will take ad- 
vantage of the people any way that he can. 

Under the system the Election Commis- 
sioners have followed for several years in 
choosing judges and olerks of election the 
ward committeeman is made to 
a power. The Election Board has already 
notifiea the Executive committees of the 
parties there are 1,200 vacancies in the liste 
of judges and clerks and asked them to send 
in the names of men to represent them, The 
usual plan has been for the Com missioner to 
send word to the Executive committees.

A reporter for Taz Tarsus tried to locate 
the Columbian Liberty Bell at the Cotton 
States International Exposition yesterday. At 
the executive offices several employés were 
asked where it was. Some said they did 
not know. Others located it at Chattanooga, 
still others in the Atlania railway yards. One 
native was found who reckoned it was “*some- 
whar in the fair-grounds,’”’ but he did not 
know for certain.“ 

An hour’s search through the grounds re- 
sulted in its discovery on a sid etrack, sur- 
rounded by freight cars and heaps of rubbish. 
There it stood, forlorn and deserted, save by

— of the exposition the Columbian Liberty 
Bell took no part. While the cannon were 
firing a salute announcing the commence- 
ment of the fair the bell stood on a flat-car in 
the railroad yards. It would have been there 
yet had not Manager Kuapp gone to the railway 
officials and induced them to haul it into the 
fair grounds. It was left at the foot of the 
hill on which stands the Illinois Building and 
there it has remained. In a few days all 
railway cars will be hauled out of the grounds 
and unless some s y action is taken by 
the exposition officials the bell will be hauled 
out and the gates »arred behind it. 


Trip Was Triumphal. 


The trip of the Liberty Bell from Chicago 
South was a continuous triumph. The tur- 
ther into Dixie land it penetrated the more 
enthusiastic was its reception.

SELF-CONVICTED BANK ‘TELLER | 


ASSUMES A DEFIANT AIR. 
2 


After Confessing to the Theft of $12,000 
from the National Bank of Illinois He 
Now Refuses to Talk About His Prom- 
ised Restitution—Given Time to Raise 
the Money He Will No Longer Discuss 
the Matter=Wilson, His Partner in 
Crime, Making His Shortage Good, 

Benjamin B. Jones, the ex-paying teller of 

the National Bank of Illinois, ia playing a 

bold game fora man who has confessed to 

stealing $12,000 of the bank’s funds. When 


Jones was first charged with the embegzle- 


ment he admitted having taken the money, 
so the officers of the ‘bank say, and further 
told them how the steal nad been managed. 
He was permitted remain at liberty under 
the watch of detectives on his promise to 
make restitution of the stolen money, his 
employers not caring to push the prosecution 
of a man who, with the exception of this steal, 
had served them faithfully for seventeen 
years. Since Jones made his confes- 
sion to the bank officials he has 
consulted an attorney and as a result has 
adopted a new line of action. He is now bold 
and defiant and refuses to meet the repre- 
sentatives of the bank or to give them any in- 
formation as to what he intends to doin the 
way of making goed the steal. All inquiries 
are referred to his attorney and the latter is 
fully as non-communicative as Jones him- 
self. This course has made the bank officers 
disinclined to show the offender any more 
courtesy. On this subject one of them said 
yesterday: 

We are tired of fooling with Mr. Jones 
and if he doesn’t come down off his high 
horse he is likely to be yanked off. At first 
Jones seemed willing to help us get at the 
bottom facts and after he had made 
his confession and told of stealing 
$12,000 agreed to try and raise the 
money to make good his shortage. Now ha 
ignores our representatives and declines to 
give auy information as to his plans, But it 
will do him no good, as we have a clear case 
agaiust him and will press it if he forfeits our 
regard for his past services by maintaining 
his present attitude.“ 

Joseph H. Wilson, the embezzling receiving 
teller of the bank, has thus far kept his 
pledge to try and raise the money to make 
good his part of the steal, which amounts to 
$7,000, and the bank officials express confi- 
dence that he will be able to square the mat- 
ter. Up to last night a little over $5,000 
had been subscribed by Wilson’s friends, a 
good share of it commg from members of the 
Third Presbyterian Church, with whom he is 
a favorite, 

Manager Hunt of the American Surety 
company, which is on the bond of Ross Van 
Bokkelen, the defaulting teller of the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust company, says there 
is no clew to the wherendouts of the abscon- 
der. This is corroborated by Supt. Murray 
of the Pinkerton Agency, which is at work on 
the case for the bank. Mrs. Hull, the woman 
with whom Van Bokkeien associated, has 
been located here in Chicago, but the de- 
tectives are convinced she does not know 
where he has gone. Inspectors from the 
American Surety company and operators 
from the Pinkerton Agency ure working 
night and day to get something like a clew, 
but, as Supt. Murray says, it is a difficult case 
to get results from so early as Van Bokkelen 
left town Saturday and the detectives were 
Lot notifiea until Wedneeday. 

As customary after every big embezzlement 
all the banks in Chicago are having their books 
closely inspected and thecash counted in or- 
der to bring to light at once any discrepancies 
which may exist. Bankers are unanimous in 
relieving Examiner McKeon from responsi- 
bility in aot detecting the shortages in the 
cases of Van Bokkelen, Jones, and Wilson. 
As one cashier put it last night: “ A bank ex- 
aminer’s duty is not to hunt up small steal- 
ings which cannot possibly affect the credit of 
a bank, but to makesuch a general count of 
the easht and inspection of the loans and cred- 
its as will satisfy him of the solvency of the

An attempt was made yesterday to solve 
the mystery of the pipe found leading into 
Swift & Co.’s wool-house Tuesday, and its 
course was followed for some distance on 
Forty-third street, but the close of day pre- 
vented finishing the: task. The gang from 
South Chicago which has been working on 
the Forty-third street main this week made 
a discovery of a blind pipe extending down 
Laflin street. The grouse was torn up, but 
the pipe was found to extend only about 
four feet beyond its connection with the 
16-inch main. An abandoned pipe on Forty- 
second street at the intersection of Justine 
street was unearthed during the day anda 
stream of water spurted forth on its tapping. 
Further investigation, however, and exami- 
nation of the water showed it had been in 
the pipe for some time, and nd connection 
had existed there at any rate for several 
weeks, 

The agitation of the Stock-Yards “‘steals”’ 
has resulted apparently in the covering up 
by companies under suspicion of all traces 
of criminality. In two or three cases re- 
cently where Assistant Superintendent Por- 
ter’s men have excavated evidences of fresh 
digging have been found. In some cases 
this fresh digging has occurred where blind 
pipes have been located. But the tracing 
of these pipes has brought to light a capped 
end and no proof of illicit use of city water 
could be obtained.

MAY DO AWAY WITH THE AGE LIMIT. 


Civil Service Commissioners Discuss the 
Many Objections Presented. 

Civil Service Commissioners Clark, Wal- 
ler, and Hotz had a.conference with Cor- 
poration Counsel Beale yesterday afternoon 
in reference to the answer to be filed in the 
test case begun by W. E. Mason to remove 
the age limit established by the board. John 
W. Ela of the Civil Service League and Sec- 
retary Easley of the Civic Federation were 
also present. The abolishment of the age 
limit entirely, or, more properly speaking, 
the request of the City Council to have it 
abolished, was also discussed. The confer- 
ence was more in reference to the prepara- 
tion of the answer to Mr. Mason’s bill. 

President, Clark and Mr. Waller, in speak- 
ing of the age limit, both said the action of 
the Council Monday night was the first time 
they had ever been requested to consider 
the matter. They hold Mr. Mason’s request 
is that the board discriminate in favor of 
the old soldier, and this,. they claim, they 
have no right to do. Both Commissioners 
said they would certainly consider the re- 
quest of the Council or any other request 
made by representative citizens. 

“The commission does not put itself 
against the entire community,” said M 
Clark. We want to do what is right an 
for the good of the service.“ 

Dr. Brown of New York, who conducts 
the physical examination for the New York 
Civil Service Board, as well as that of Mas- 
sachusetts, was present, and Mr. Clark asked 
him what he thought of the age limit. He 
replied: 

J admire the stand you have taken, but I 
do not think the rule practical. I think you 
will find a physical and mental test will be 
just as effective and give you just as good a 
service as an age limit.“ 

Ald. Madden and President Clark also had 
a conference regarding the age limit, at 
which the Alderman expressed himself quite 
as strongly as he did in the Council. 

William E. Mason has addressed a letter 
to each of the Circuit Court Judges re- 
questing them to sit en banc upon the bill 
which he proposes to file in relation to the 
fight commenced by him upon the year 
age limit clause of the civil service law. 
Mr. Mason asks the Judges for an early: 
hearing, and says it will be but a short mat- 
ter; as no question of jurisdiction will be 
raised. ,

BOARD OF TRADE TO TAKE A 
HAND IN THE PRESENT REFORM. 


Directors to Consider Whether They Have 
the Right to Discipline a Member Who 
Buys in Open Market and Kefuses to 
Have It Officially Weighed—Such Pow- 
er Is Believed te Be Vested in the 
Board- Railroads Could Quickly End 
the Whole Trouble by Obeying the Law. 


Is the refusal of a concern, buying grain in 
the open market, to trade on the Board of 
Trade weights ‘*uncommercial conduct” und 
subject to discipline? 

This is the question which the directory of 
the board will have presented for its consider. 
ation in a few days. The Board of Trade has 
taken the ground the whole matter is out of 
its jurisdiction, and to the Receivers’ and 
Shippers’ Association has deen leit 
the work of opening the campaign. 
This was done Thursday by authorizing the 
appointment of a committee of five to secure 
the consent of owners of private and public 
warehouses and local industries using grain 
to allow public weighmen in their houses. 

John Hill Jr., President of the Receivers’ 
| Aseociation, selected as such committee Ed- 
ward S. Jones, C. L. Dougherty, A. L. Somers, 
Fred Dickinson, and William M. Eckhard. A 
meeting of the committee was held yesterday 
at 3:30 p. m. and a plan of missionary work 
adopted. A full report is expected within a 
week, 

The members of the committee will divide 
the field and learn the position of ail buyers 
of grain at private houses and public elevator 
men on the proposition to have all weighing 
of grain in the charge of Board of Trade 
weighmasters. They will find a great deal of 
hearty support, and will be in position to 
make it unpleasant for the people who insist 
on buying grain on their own weight. 


Want the Board to Act. 


A great many of the best people of the 
Board of Trade thiak the position of that or- 
ganization in the matter is not sufficiently 
broad, It is claimed, under the present rules, 
the cannot discipline a member 
who refuses to trade on impartial and 
honest weights. To remedy this a rule 
has been drafted and wilt be considered 
today by the Committee on Rules of the 
directory. It wiil provide for discipline of 
members on this point and will make it clear 
that uncommereial couduet is a term 
which would cover the present attitude of 
private concerns which refuse to trade on 
impartial weighing. 

Some of the receivers and shippers have 
been looking up the law governing the weigh- 
ing of grain and have struck a new lead. 
They have come tothe conclusion the rail- 
roads can be called on to settie the difficulty 
over weights. At present it appears the rail- 
ways are not living up tothe law. They give 
shippers and receivers nothing to show in the 
shape . of weights ars al- 
lowed to shirk their responsibilities. 
Grain receivers accept bills right along and 
make advances on them when the nathe of 
the grain alone is given amd nothing specified 
as to weight. 

The steamboat lines always give complete 
bills of lading, and if a cargo of corn shipped 
from Chicago arrives at Buffalo short the 
company has to pay for it. 


Make Railroads Do the Weighing. 


Referrmg to this aspect of the weighing 
— C. R. Clark, a receiever on the board, 
said: | 

„Sec. 119 of the Illinois railroad law 
states that at all stations from which the ship- 
ments of grain by the road touching such sta- 
tions I have amounted during the pre- 
vious year to 50,000 bushels or more, such 
road or corporation shall, when required by 
the persons who are the ehippers of the major 
part of said 50,000 bushels, erect and keep 
in condition, and use in weighing grain 
to be shipped over its road, correct scales for 
the weighing of grain by carloads in the cars 
after being ioaded. The road is. required to 
weigh correctly each car before and after 
loading and ascertain and receipt for the true 
‘amount of grain so shipped, If the road re- 
fuses to do so the sworn statement of the 
shipper. shall be taken for the amount 
shipped. In case the grain on reaching its 
destination does not tally in weight 
with tae amount which the receipt calis for 
as weighed on the road’s scales at pvint of 
shipment, or according to the sworn state- 
ment of the shipper in the absence of such 
scales, the railroati is responsible for the 
shrinkage. In other words the railroads of 
this State are required to give every shipper 
at country points where the yearly shipments 
are over 50,000 bushels of grain, clean bilis 
of lading, showing exactly the weight of what 
is shipped. It ought to be as good asa war- 
ranty deed, 

Present System Is Loose. 

„Let us see what the present system of the 
roads is. Bille of lading issued by Illinois 
roads simply state the number of cars shipped 
and say nothing about weight of 
the same. Sometimes a weight is 
put down with a clause, saying it is 
subject to correction, which means nothing 
at all as a correct weight. Consequently the 
roads are not living up to the law the 
shipper and buyer ere now fighting over a 
question the railroads should settle. 

The way to reform the weighing system 
is simply to make the railways do what the 
law requires, Suppose a car of corn is 
shipped at an lilinois point and the shipper 
given a clean bill, Then, upon its arrival at

rganization of the Chicago gas compa- 
is said by insiders to be an assured fact. 
a was received yesterday from. New 
York to the effect that the reorganization 
plans, which include the consolidation of the 
various companies into one, have been com- 
pleted to the entire satisfaction of the attor- 
neys and the officers of the companies. It 
is said the reorganization plan is of such a 
character as in no way to conflict with the 
laws of the State of Illinois and that it will 
be announced in a few days, and the holders 
of stock will be invited to deposit their re- 
céipts with a trust company. There are 
those who scoff at the story and say it is im- 
probable. It opened yesterday in New York 
at 70, advanced to 71%, being followed by a 
decline tu 68%. There wasa reaction which 
carried it up to 69, and it closed at 67%, two 
points under the closing of the previous day. 
It is well to wait for more definite advices. 
The stock market was active and strong. 
The feature was Lake street. The trading 
in that. stock reached a more active point 
than the Exchange had seen in a long time 
before, and prices went up to the highest 
quotations which have been made for Lake 
street in a long while. The stock advanced 
to 28% and closed at the top. There seems 
to be no question but a strong pool is operat- 
ing in the stock for an advance and that it 
has accumulated a large amount. Members 
of the pool are talking 30 for the stock. Out- 
siders are realizing, and in some cases buy- 
ing back again after becoming convinced of 
the strength of the market. The only bull 
point that seems to be cutting any figure is 
the fact that the trains will be running to 
Wabash avenue next Sunday. There is 
hardly the merit of novelty about that point, 
for every one has known the trains would 
sconer or later get to Wabash avenue. It 
is argued, however, that the public will see 
the road running, that the traffic will show 
great increase, and that on the whole the 
time is an auspicious one for bull movement. 
The strength in the market was by uc 
means confined to Lake street. The pre- 
ferred stock of the International Packing 


company was exceedingly strong. It sold up 
to 13, and that price was bid at the close. It 
is noteworthy that in the recent slump the 
great break in the prices for International 
Packing securities brought out no large 
amount of stock at any time. The break 
bears every appearance of having been an 
engineered one in which the public was too 
shrewd to follow. 

It can be said on semi-official authority 
that the New York Biscuit company will 
pay dividends to stockholders early next 
year. The earnings of the company are 
showing great increase as compared with 
last year. There are no longer any faction- 
al fights between this company and the other 
large cracker companies, and all of them ap- 
pear to be making money now that the field 
has been harmoniously divided. This year’s 
operations of the New York Biscuit com- 
pany, it is expected, will not only wipe out 
all the floating debt, which was a large qne 
at the beginning of the year, but will leave 
some surplus above that. A resumption of 
dividends at a 6 per cent rate is confidently 
looked for early in 1896. 

The Diamond Match company is expected 
to show net earnings at as large a rate per 
cent on its present capital stock as it did last 
year. This will mark a considerable in- 
crease in earnings and make the year’s rec- 
ord the largest in the history of the com- 


pany. 

“City railway earnings are satisfactory,” 
said President Wheeler of the City railway 
company yesterday. They are showing a 
fair increase over the earnings of last year. 
I do not know that the increase is any larger 
than we ought to expect from the fact that 
we have equipped a good many miles of road 
with electricity, and they are hardly large 
enough, considering this electric equipment, 
to indicate much general business develop- 
ment.“ 

Only $150,000 of gold will be exported to- 
day. Engagements were talked of amount- 
ing to several millions, but the drop in the 
exchange market has made the shipment 
less profitable than was anticipated and the 
large orders were canceled. The lower rates 
for sterling which the market has brought 
in the last day or two are of vital importance 
in the situation, If it really means that the 
supply of bills is now sufficient to turn the 
sterling market and that rates are to decline 
well below the gold exporting point from 
natyral causes, it means that the greatest 
cause for apprehension in the whole situ- 
ation is removed. Local exchange dealers 
notice a steadily increasing supply of bills 
in our own market and they are inclined to 
believe that the course of exchange will now 
be downward. 

The Governing committee of the Stock Ex- 
change has suspended G. Edwin Jones for 
ten days. He was charged with tradingina 
buckct-shop and with soliciting bucket-shop 
orders on the floor. A good many members 
of the exchange do not agree with the Gov- 
erning committee in its ruling that bucket- 
shop trading in New York stocks ought to 
subject the member who indulges in it to dis- 
cipline on the Chicago Exchange, and there 
were some exceedingly torrid remarks on 
the attitude of the Governing comittee and 
the position of the Chairman of the ex- 
change yesterday. On the whole, however, 
the more prominent members are inclined to 
commend the committee for taking strong 
ground against bucket-shop dealing, even 
theugh the securities traded in have no mar- 
ket on the local exchange. 

The program for the convention of the 
American Bankers’ Association, which is to 
be held Oct. 15, 16, and 17 at Atlanta, Ga,, is 
now completed. Edwin Atkinson will speak 
on the Pending Reform in Our Currency. 
System“; ex-Gov. Merriam of Minnesota 
will speak on the subject of “Currency for 
the Twentieth Century”; Judge G. N. Al- 
dredg of Texas will discuss the silver ques- 
tion. The Protective committee will make a 
voluminous report covering the work done 
by the association in that important line. 

The North. Chicago Blectric railway com- 
pany is just taking out of escrow $87,000 ad- 
ditional bonds, the proceeds of which will 
go into new equipment and rolling stock, 
made necessary by the rapid increase in the 
business of the company. This will make 
the total bonded debt of the company only 
$387,000, and no additional bonds can be is- 
sued except for the actual cash cost of per- 
manent extensions, betterments, and im- 
provemen of the road. Of the amount 
now bei issued $57,000 have the guaranty 
of the West Chicago Street railroad com- 
pany and $30,000 of the North Chicago Street 
railroad company. The earnings of this 
company are said to exceed the most san- 
guine expectations of its friends. These 
bonds are now being offered by N. W.

The 2 deals largely in generalities, as 
it would be impossible, the receivers say, to 
present a detailed history of their adminic- 
tration in so brief a space. Tables are ad- 
duced to show that in the two years of the 
receivership the operating expenses have 
been decreased. The troubies of 
the’ receivership embraced in the 
strike, the conflicts with the .Coxeyites, the 
floods, and the endless HNtigation are pointed 
out. receivers say further that con- 
dition of the road is not such as to enable it. 
to compete on an equal basis with its rivals, 
and that to remedy this will require the ex- 
penditure indicated, 

At the outset the report sets forth the con- 
dition of the road at the time the receivers 
took hold. The total indebtedness, including 
mortgages, was 821.077, 725, and the annua! 
fixed charces $10,421, 025. For the years 
ending June 30, 1804 “a 1895, 
the report states the expenditures un- 
der the maintenance of way 
structures wers decreased 10.27 per cent, 
while the maintenance and equipment ex- 
penses were increased but 66 per cent. 
expense of conducting the transportation de- 
partment has decreased 7.96 per cent. The 
ag expenses for the year closing June 
30, 1894. decreased $236,464, against a de- 
crease 2 8251. 745 for 1895. 

The earnings for 1895 were $17,434,980, 
against $16,547,209 the year before. The 
operating expenses for 1895 were 811.319, 
682, against $11,816,120, while the net earn- 
ings for 1895 were $6, 115,298, against 
$4,731,089, the net earnings per mile 
for 1895 being $1,360, against $1, 052. 
Transcontinental travel, the receivers say, is 
permanently subject to serious competition, 
. which cannot be guarded against. It may be 
assumed, however, that the road will get its 
full share of this business, but to the receivers 
it appears great strength of 
the property lies in the local business to be 
derived from the settlement of lands along 
the line and the development of the resources 
possessed by it. To this end the receivers 
have sha the administration of the land 
department. They would, they say, if pos- 
sessed of the power, offer all the arable land 
at extraordinary inducements to settlers. 
The physical condition of, the road 
in general is «good, but a large an- 
nual economy, estimated at $475,000, 
could be secured by the expenditure of about 
$1,500,000 in the reduction of grades. Much 
also remains to be done in the way of ciear- 
ing the title to the rights of way, the cost be- 
ing estimated at $135,000 for the main 
line and $25.000 for the branches. 

During the next five years, the report 
states, it will be necessary to relay about one 
thousand tour hundred miles of steel rail ata 
cost of about $4, ,000, It would be also 
advisable to continue the replacing of tem- 
porary wooden structures with permanent 
earth fie or steel bridges. This will cost 
about $8,600,000. Summed up, the report 
continues, provision should be made for ex- 
traordinary expenditures in the next five 
years of $9,000,000 in order that the prop- 
erty may be placed on dn equal footing with 
its rivals for economical operation. 

Judge Jenkins issued an order today citing 
the receivers of the Northern Pacific railway 
to appear and show cause Sept. 30 why the 
petition of Donaid Grant, trustee, should not 
be granted. petition calls upon the re- 
eeivers to deed a tract of land to the peii- 
tioner, and is a matter of little moment it- 
self, but the issuance of the order goes to 
show that it is the intention of the United 
States Court here to maintain its jurisdichon 
over the Northern Pacific receivership, not- 
withstanding the order of the United States 
Court at Seattle. 


CHANGE HURTS MANY RAILROADS. 


Action of the Southern Pacific Will Upset 
Western Lines. 

Western railroad managers do notintend to 
be hoodwinked by C. P. Huntington’s denial 
that the Southern Pacific contemplates with- 
drawing all Central Pacific through traius but 
one from Ogden west. President Jeffery of 
the Denver and Rio Grande and General 
Manager Dickinson of the Union Pa- 
cific have confirmed“ the statement

hile the Soutnern Pacific, owing to the 1 
2 cry raised, may postpone action, the 
cpinion prevails the trains will be withdrawn 
at Ogden as soon as the present excitement 
has died out so as to make business for the 
extra trains put on between California points 
and New Oriea 

If the Southern Pacific carries out its orig- 
inal intention and takes off all its trains at 
Ogden but one the Rio Grande and its East- 
ern connections-—-the Rock Island, Burling- 
ton, and Missouri Pacific—will be the worst 
sufferers, as they make no connection with 
the fast overland express, the only train to 
remain. The Northwestern and Union Pacific 
have through cars oo this train, but their 
tourist and second-class business, which has 
been going by the other frains, will be cut off. 

There is one road out of Chicago, however, 
which the Southern Pacific cannot hurt by 
9 its trains at Ogden. This is the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, which has a 
line of its own all the way from 
Chicago to California. The Santa se 
management fully comprehends the moan- 
ing of the Southern Pacific’s contem- 
plated action, and which is the diversion of 
the bulk of the overland business from the 
East and especially the tourist second-class 
and immigration business over the Southern 
railway via New Orleans. This competition 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé people 


was now preparing to meet, and in less than 


a month they expevt to do ready to put un 
fast limited express trains between Chicago 
and Los Angeles, which will make the time 
between the two 478 in three days, which 
is a saving of two 8 over the time made at 
present,

At the Nearest Crossing. 


Chicago, Sept. 20.—[ Editor of The Tribune. - 
The proposition to stop all street car trains on 
the near side instead of the farther side of street 
crossings is a good one. If one stops to think, 
there are several very good reasons for this 
change. The present practice had its origin in 
the days of omnibuses and street crossing stones, 
when the driver was expected to stop in the 
exact spot which would ee the n to 
alight on these stones, and not land him (or hör) 
in the muddy street. But today we have finely 
paved (?) and clean (?) streets and no longer are 
there crossing stones, and one part of the street 
is just as clean to alight on as aay other. Under 
the present system, and peeve 2 le trains, from 
one to three car trains, it is difficult to stop the 
train where the rear car will not obstruct the 
street crossing. This would not occur under the 
proposed change 

Owing to the on state of our streets very 
frequently the street to be crossed is obstracted 
by another car. or vehicles, and the ‘tals ** 

be stopped before it can cross, thus m aking 
— — at street corners iastead of one. An thie 
brings about accidents, because poopie think it 
is time to get off, and while doing this the train 
starts and frequently throws them tothe ground. 

Running to the farther side of the crossing — 
no doubt, the remeber women (and men, too) xe 
off backward from moving cars.

Dr. Reilly does not den — 1 that antitoxine is 
horse serum poisoned diphtheria toxine, 
and is more of a — than * di 3 
toxine itself.

Nor does he deny that Miss Valentine 
died from antitoxine a few hours after receiving 
a dose; nor that many others have died from it. 
On these mein points there is no discussion. In-
